(A Weekly Review) ri 
International Trade: Commodity 
imports and exports both rose 
to new record values last year, 
imports soaring nearly a billion 
dollars or more than 21 percent 
over the previous 1955 record 
value and exports rising over a 
half-billion dollars or nearly 12 
percent, Import and export trade 
expanded with all main areas, 
although dollar gains for each 
were largest with the United 
States ... November trade in 
outstanding securities with other 
countries produced a sales bal- 
ance of nearly $19,000,000, mak- 
ing an 11-month total of $245,- 
000,000. This comprised $88,000,- 
000 with the United States, $81,- 
000,000 with the United King- 
dom, and $76,000,000 with other 
Overseas countries. 

Population: All but 36 of the 263 
federal electoral ridings had 
larger populations in June last 
year than the same areas in 
1951. Sixty-four had increases 
of 20 percent or more, the larg- 
est amounting to 132 percent, 
and 69 had incréases between 
10 percent and 19 percent. Only 
two of the 36 with decreases lost 
more than 10 percent of their 
1951 population . . . Births in 
Canada last year totalled 450,- 
500, the largest number on re- 
cord, but the birth rate was only 
the fourth highest. Deaths were 
also at a new high of 132,700, 
the preliminary estimate indicat- 
ing a slight rise in the rate from 
the record low of the two previ- 
ous years, 

Prices: The consumer price index 
eased slightly downward during 
December, decreases in food and 
clothing outweighing increases 
in shelter, household operation 
and other commodities and ser- 
vices . . . On the other hand, 
the general wholesale price in- 
dex moved upward in the month, 
with increases in each of eight 
main groups except wood pro- 
ducts. At its December level this 
index was 3 percent above a 
year earlier 

Housing: New residential units 
completed last year reached a 
record total of 135,700, an in- 
crease of 6 percent over 1955. 
On the other hand, the number 
of units started fell 8 percent to 
127,311 and the number under 
construction at the year’s end 
was down almost 14 percent at 
68,579. 


Labour: Per capita weekly wages | 


and salaries in industry reached 
a new high average figure of 
$66.22 at November 1, 15c higher 
than a month earlier and $4.25 
above the average at November 
1, 1955. The industrial employ- 
ment and the weekly payrolls 
indexes were also at new peaks 
at November 1.

The fact that this industry will employ some 12,000 | 


persons with an annual payroll estimated at $60,000,000 
may surprise Canadians. Our uranium resources have 
been a military secret since uranium materials became 


important to atomic energy work following the Second 
World War. 


Now that Canada’s vast uranium reserves have been 
made public, there are indications that the uranium min- 
ing industry eventually will stand second only to gold 
mining, which in 1955 employed some 18,032 persons 
with a $63,961,744 payroll. 


This year, Canada is expected to produce its first 
uranium metal, from the crown-owned Eldorado Mining 
and Refining Ltd. plant at Port Hope, Ont. 


So far, uranium mining has been concentrated in 
northern areas of Ontario and Saskatchewan and the 


Northwest Territories. But Canada’s uranium reserves have 
been hardly touched. 


The reserves are estimated at 225,000,000 tons. The 
uranium content of this ore is some 237,000 tons, which 
means Canada has enough uranium to meet domestic re- 
quirements for the next two decades.

against erosion of our land by 
wind or water is a protective 
covering. The trash cover (re- 
sidue of previous crop) should 
not be burned after the winter 
protection has been provided. 
This trash cover should be 
kept near the surface and can 
be readily incorporated into 
the soil and will continue to 
protect the soil from erosion. 
This residue will break down 
and as it decomposes, it mah: 
availabie plant foods for the 
growing crops. Do not burn 
the stubble and straw in the 
spring. This procedure elimi-

plant food. In addition the in- 
take moisture capacity of a 
soil is governed by the organic 
matter convent, This factor is 
important in preventing water 
holes developing. 

There are a number of prob- 
lems with handling of ia heavy 
trash cover, After the incorp- 
oration of large amounis of 
straw, a depressed yield will 
result, This is caused by a lack 
of nitrogen in the growing 
crops at the time this straw 
is breaking down. After vhe 
straw is decomposed there is 
more nitrogen available than 
if no straw had been incorpor- 
ated. This problem of depres: 
sing yields with heavy incorp- 
oration of straw can be hand- 
led by using commercial ferti- 
lizer, “he amounts and type of 
fertilizer depending on the 
farm and its particuisr soil 
characteristics. Use all meth- 
ods possible to incorporate this 
trash, as burning it off is only 
a stop-gap procedure because 
with a continued burning, the 
organic matter and the bacter- 
ial life in the soil becomes Ies- 
sened each year. With vhis les- 
sened amount it becomes more 
and more difficult to incorpor- 
ate any crop residue, while if 
it is incorporated each year 
and the soil builds up, it is 
easier to incorporate and have 
a complete break down of the 
straw which in turn provide: 
plant food.

CANCER FACTS & FIGURES 
WHAT IS CANCER? 


Cancer is the disorganized, 
unregulaved growth of body 
cells. Although a great deal 
has been discovered about the 
nature of this growth, the 
cause is unknown, 

Cancer cells can be destroy- 
ed by radiaiion or removed 
from the body by surgery. If 
treatment is begun early there 
is often a good chance of cure. 

Although certain chemical 
compounds and hormones have 
‘been found to be of use in .he 
control of tumor growth, rad- 
iation or surgery or ‘a combin- 
ation of the two are the only 
fully effective treatments for 
cancer.

CANCER’S TOLL 

Last year cancer killed more 
than 20,000 Canadians. 

This is an average of almost 
55 persons per day. 

More than two Canadians 
every hour of the day and nite 
died of cancer. 

More than 6,500 of the can- 
cer casualties were people un- 
der 60 years of age. 

More than 400 were child- 
ren under 15 years of age. 

Cancer killed more children 
between the ages of 5 and 14 
than any other disease. 

More women between the 
ages of 25 and 54 died from 
cancer than from any other 
cause,

Annually Canada loses more 
than 55,000 man years of la- 
bour due to cancer. This is 
based on the assumption that 
each worker killed by cancer 
would otherwise thave been a 
member of the labor force un- 
til the age of 65. 

Slightly more men than wo- 
men die of cancer each year. 
The ration is about 52 to 48. 

Almost twice as many men 
die of stomach cancer as do 
women. 

Almost five times as many 
men as women die of cancer 
of the lung and respiratory 
tract 

Cancer of the breast accoun- 
ts for more than one-sixth of 
the cancer dea.hs in women 
(more than 1700 last year). 

Between 1941-154 the Can- 
adian cancer death rate for 
men rose 10.5% from ..19.6 
per 100,000 of population to 
130.9. 

During the same period the 
death rate for women decreas- 
ed 5.2% from 122.5 per 190,- 
000 to 116.7. 

There has been a signifigant 
decrease in male mortality 
from cancer of the mouth.
